The Junior College will again 
be host to the Tennessee Inter¬ 
scholastic Literary League for 
District II. when the twelfth dis¬ 
trict contest is held in Martin Sat* 
urday, April 6. 

The membership of the League 
consists of all four-year high 
schools of the state, which are 
divided by counties into seven 
districts. Seven counties in North¬ 
west Tennessee composed District 
II: Benton, Carroll, Gibson, Lake, 
Henry, Obion and Weakley. 

The Tennessee Interscholatic 
Literary League, with headquart¬ 
ers at the University of Tennessee 
at Knoxville, is affiliated with the 
National Forensic League, which 
has held annual national tourna¬ 
ments since 1931. Winners in the 
local district meet will be eligible 
to enter the state contest at 
Knoxville, April 19, and the win¬ 
ners in the state contest will be 
eligible to enter the national con¬ 
test at Terre Haute, Indiana, April 
2 9 -May 3. Last year District II 
was represented in Dramatic 
Reading at both the state and na¬ 
tional contests by Miss Marilyn 
Mandle of Grove High School of 
Paris. 

A^high school student is eligible 
to enter any of the eight contests 
in the district meet: Debating. 
A cted Drama, .Extemporaneous 
Public Speaking, Original juratory 
for Boys, Original Oratory for 
Girls, Declamation, Dramatic 
Reading, and Humorous Reading- 
The debate topic for this year is: 
•Resolved, that the United States 
should own and operate the rail¬ 
roads.'.' This topic was chosen by 
a vote of the membership of The 
National Forensic League, and is 
therefore being debated through¬ 
out the nation.
